her of years ago he was convicted by 
the federal government on a charge 
of bigamy and served a prison sent- 
ence at Leavenworth. While in the 
pentitentiary he learned the laundry 
trade and has been in the laundry 
business at Long Beach. 
He has 


been arrested at Long Beach three 
times and a fourth time was ques- 
tioned concerning a safe robbery. 


On February he was married at 


Long Beach to Sadie Kessler, a well 
known young woman of that city and 
a former Shelton girl. They were on 
their 
honeymoon trip 
to Mount 


Ranier National Park where Mrs. 
Jordan met her death. A sister, Miss 
Margaret Kessler, acocmpanied them 
as far as Roseburg, Ore. She stated 
that she and Jordan engaged in num- 
erous altercations and disputes be- 
cause of his treatment of his wife. 
He told them that he owned a large 
ranch in Idaho and promised his wife 
they would go there and enjoy a 
marvelous vacation.

rangers questioned Jordan for three 
days following the death of his wife. 
A newspaper report received here 
Tuesday stated that charges against 
Jordan would be filed by United 
States attorneys and that the case 
would be prosecuted by the govern- 
ment. 
He asked for paper and a 


pencil and wanted to be left alone 
in his cell for forty-eight hours, say- 
ing he would write his confession 
and give a history of his life. 


Jordan was supposed to have been 


with his wife when she plunged to 
her death from a high cliff. He re- 
ported her death to the park author- 
ities, but stated that he was further 
up the mounain side at the time. 


Mrs. Jordan was a daughter of the

LONDON, Aug. 13.—"1 think the 


conference will be successful on all 
points," Chancellor Marx, 
of Ger- 


nwiay, said today, in an interview. 


This is the most important meet- 


tec since the 
treaty 
ot Versailles 


was signed," Marx continued, "and 
I'or the first time—I repeat, for the 
lirst time—the allies are treating us 
on equal terms." 


The German chancellor seemed to 


consider 
this 
the most important 


lactor in making for a successful out- 
come. 


"I am very glad to say," he volun- 


teered, "that Premier 
Herriot, not- 


withstanding great opposition in cer- 
tain political circles in France, and 
even in his entourage, has stood 
firm. 


"The majority of the French peo- 


ple want peace and quiet." 


Asked concerning the all-import- 


ant question of military evacuation 
of the Ruhr, Marx said: 


"It is essential—as far as we are 


concerned—and it is closely united 
with application of the expert's plan. 


"We hope to sign the treaty tomor- 


row, or at least by Friday morning, 
but this agreement is only a plenary 
for future conferences between Ger- 
many and the allies singly." 


The treaty to be consummated 


with France, the chancellor said, "is 
one of the 
highest 
importance to 


both countries." 


"If the Comite des Forges, which 


represents ' the 
highest 
political 


factor in France, is willing to come 
to an agreement, the treaty will be' 
one o£ mutual reciprocity," he added. 


Marx, however, evaded the ques- 


tion of whether France would be 
treated as a "most favored nation." 
He contended himself 
with saying 


"Germany never can grant free entry 
for ore and potash into the Ruhr, nor 
can she make too great concessions 
in the matter of delivering dyestut'fs, 
etc." 
The German loan, he said, will, he 


discussed "at the next conference" 
as be thinks the present conclave 
will not treat the question. 


Marx thinks the proposed loan to 


Germany and the question of mutual 
reduction of inter-allied 
debts 
are 


closely combined, and that the best 
way to restoration and reconstruc- 
tion in Europe 
would be for the 


United States to relinquish clamis 
for sums borrowed by the allies. 


LONDON, Aug. 13. —With

held at a standstill today, while Pre- 
mier Herriot and the German dele- 
gates talked business.

Summary of What Came to Ne- 


braska During July. 


For the state as a -whole. July 


averaged 
decidedly cool, with 
a 


slight excess in rainfall and also in 
sunshine, and a deficiency in cloud- 
iness aiid wind movement, says T. A. 
Blair, state meteorologist. The sum- 
mary for the month follows: 


It" was cooler than normal in all 


part of the state, the greatest defi- 
ciency beir.g in the northeast section, 
and the least iu the west, as was the 
case in June. The deficiencies were 
uniformly greater than in June, and 
it was the coolest July, since 1915.
